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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

In claim 4 line 4, it appears that "a" should be inserted before "second". In claim 
4 line 5, "said second lateral frame" lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 4 line 13, 
"the second set" lacks proper antecedent basis. It appears that "of discs" should be 
inserted after "set". In claim 4 line 17, "disc" should be changed to "discs". In claim 4 
line 17, "third set of conveying" lacks proper antecedent basis and should be changed to 
"third conveying". In claim 4 line 18, "aid" should be changed to "said". In claim 4 line 
1 8, "second set rearward" is not understood and should probably be changed to 
"second set of discs rearward". In claim 6 line 2, it appears that "lateral" should be 
changed to "laterally". In claim 6 line 4, it appears that "lateral" should be changed to 
"laterally". In claim 6 line 4, the phrase "second lateral extending horizontal frame 
rearward behind said first horizontal frame" is not understood. In claim 6 lines 7-8, 
"said plurality of pairs of discs" lacks proper antecedent basis since antecedent basis 
has already been established for a first and a second plurality of pairs of discs and it is 
unclear which discs applicant is referring to. In claim 6 line 1 3, the phrase "a second 
conveying means laterally beside said second frame", is not clear. In claim 7 line 4, 
"second lateral extending" is not understood and it appears that "lateral" should be 
changed to "laterally". In claim 7 line 4, the phrase "horizontal frame rearward" is 
unclear, and it appears that the phrase should be changed to "horizontal frame 
positioned rearward". In claim 7 line 7, "said plurality" lacks proper antecedent basis 
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and should probably be changed to "said second plurality". In claim 7 line 16, it appears 
that "frame" should be inserted after "mobile". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-7 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the previous rejection has been withdrawn.
